Chang and Diplomats in 
Reported Farewell 
Conference. 


DECISIVE FIGHT NEAR 
39 MILES FROM CITY 


Japanese Alarmed by Steady 
Approach of Nationalists’ 
Armies to Capital. 


Peking, June 1 (A.P.). — 
Chang Tso-Lin, who has held dictatorial 
powers at Peking for nesr'y two years, 
is on the verge of laying duwn his 
command. He received the representa- 
tives of » @ powers at the palace today, 
and, although he maintained the fic- 
tion that he was awaiting the result 
of a decisive fight with the Nationalists 
at Lfuliho, 35 miles southwest of 
Peking, the universal belief is that the 
present regime in the capital is ended. 
It is expected that the city will be 
transferred quietly to the victorious 
Nationalists under Gen. Chiang Kal- 
Shek,

| Marshal Chang’s instructions a circular 


telegram is being drafted, to be issued 
as soon as possible, ordering .a cessation 
of hostilities. 

Chang Tso-Lin’s reception of tue 
diplomats today, although no word of 
evacuation of Peking was mentioned 
and nothing was said about Chang’s 
own departure, was regaried as a fare- 
well function. 


Promises Protection. 


The former Manchurian war lord, in 
simple Chinese costume, gathered the 
ministers, the military attaches and 
other legation officials about him and 
calmly explained what he had done 
during his administration to protect the 
rights and interests of foreigners and to 
preserve peace in China. He promised 
that he would continue to afford pro- 
te.tion, regardless of his yersonal 
whereabouts. 

Everything rem2ined quiet and or- 
derly, but those in charge of the for- 
eigh detaciments are making all need- 
ful precautionary dispositions in order 
t» protect their nationals, particularly 
at Tientsin, against any possible trouble 
when the military turnover occurs. 

Already a committee of safety, 
known as “The Chinese Charitable Re- 
lief Association,” is making arrange- 
ments for the orderly transfer of the 
city. This committee *%is headed by 
Gen. Wang Shih-Chen, who was chalr- 
man of the committee of safety during 
the period between the Kuominchun 
evacuation of and entry of the Mukden 
troops into Peking in 1926. He was 
minister of war in 1916 and chief of 
general staff the following year. 

Though foreign residents are moving 
out of Peking, only the Japanese are 
showing any evidence of alarm over 
the coming of the Nationalists. There 
are plenty of troops, however, to guard 
them and all other foreigners in the 
legation quarter where, if necessary 
they will be concentrated.

3 KILLED, 6 INJURED 
BY ACID TANK BLAST 


Kearney, N. J., Commuters in 
Panic as Bricks Fly; Three 
on Tracks Hit. 


Kearney, N. J., June 1 (A.P.).—An 
explosion, caused by the bursting of 
an acid tank in the nitration plant 
of the Du Pont Viscoloid Co. today 
tore a three-story building to pieces 
and brought death to three men and 
injuries to six otners. Robert King and 
John O’Brien were killed almost in- 
stantly. Ralph Saenger, 29, an elec- 
trician, died in a hospital. 

The explosion lifted the corrugated 
iron roof of the structure straight into 
the air and hurled bricks from the 
walls in every direction. A score of 
women in another cepartment of the 
Du Pont plant were treated for shock. 
Commuters waiting for a train, at the 
Erie station, 100 feet away, were 
thrown into a panic as one of their 
number was struck by a flying brick. 

Of the others hurt, three were 
struck by descending debris, while 
they were pumping along on a hand- 
car on the Erie tracks. °

The board of governors of the Na- 
tional Press Club last night unanl- 
mously voted to withdraw from further 
consideration for membership in the 
club the name of Benito Mussolini, pre- 
mier of Italy. 

Two weeks ago J. Fred Essary, presi- 
dent of the club, sent a cablegram to 
Nussolinit at Rome congratulating the 
premier on his election as a nonres!i- 
dent member of the club and sending 
the best wishes of fellow members. 

The action-of the board of governors 
last night followed a protest signed by 
25 members of the club against the 
election of Mussolini because of his 
treatment of the »ress and also because 
it was contended the by-laws of the 
club had been violated in notifying 
Mussolini of his selection. 

W. H. Atkins, secretary of the club, 
last night made the following an- 
nouncement: 

“On motion of J Fred Essary, sec- 
onded by Edgar Markam, the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

“Resolved, That a constitutional pro- 
test of more than ten active members, 
assigning reasonable cause, having 
been filed with the board of gover- 
nors against the nomination of Benito 
Mussolini for nonresident membership, 
his name its hereby withdrawn from 
further consideration in accordance 


with the by-laws of the club.”

Chicago, June 1 (A.P.).—Charles 
Wharton, former representative in Con- 
gress and former assistant State’s at- 
torney, and six others were indicted to- 
day by a Federal grand jury on charges 
of robbery of the United States mails 
and conspiracy to rob in connection 
with the $133,000 mail train robbery at 
Evergreen Park last February 25. 

The indictment charged that the ac- 
tual participants in the robbery had 
gone to Wharton’s home in his ab- 
sence, divided the loot there and left 
$4,000 for the Chicago criminal lawyer 
presumably as a legal fee should they 
be caught. 

Among those indicted with Wharton 
were Charles (“Limpy’’) Cleaver, al- 
leged head of the band; William Dono- 
van, Frank Meccia, Lawrence O’Brien 
Virgil Litsinger and John Flannery. Lit- 
singer, nephew of a Chicago politician, 
and Flannery, pal of “Midget” Fere- 
nekes, riotorious gunman now in Jollet 
Penitentiary, still are at large. Two 
other alleged members of the robber 
band have been killed since the holdup, 


both, the police believe, by members ot! 


their own band. 
Bonds $10,000 to $100,000. 


Wharton's bonds were placed at $10,- 
000 and those of the others at $100,000 
each. Wharton's home in Beverly Hills 
was searched immediately after the rob- 
bery. Government agents sald they 
found locks from some. of the mail 
pouches in an adjacent vacant lot. 

Federal agents said they had tapped 
telephone wires and listened to a con- 
versation in which Cleaver told a man 
at Wharton's home where the loot left 
for Wharton could be found. About 
one-third of the loot has been recover- 
ed, some of it in Cleaver’s home. 

While Wharton is also named @s an 
actual participant in the robbery, 
Federal officials said they expected to 
convict only for conspiracy which car- 
riés a maximum sentence of two years 
imprisonment and a_ $10,000 fine 
O’Brien and Donovan are reported to 
have made the confessions implicating 
Wharton.

Congress Chieftains Urge Appointment at Conference 
With Board of Education—Also Would Lift Ban 
on Outside Teachers—Survey Planned. 


Appointment of a high-class business 
manager to handle expenditures of the 
Washington school system and a lifting 
of the bars against outside teachers was 
recommended to the Board of Educa- 
tion at a conference at the Capitol yes- 
terday. 

Members of the board were sum- 
moned to the Capitol by three men 
who have much to say about local ap- 
propriations—Senator Phipps (Republi- 
can), of Colorado, chairman of the Dis- 
trict subcommittee of the Senate ap- 
propriations committee; Representative 
Simmons (Republican), of Nebraska, 
chairman of the District subcommittee 
of the House appropriations committee, 
and Representative Holaday (Republi- 


j can), of Iljinois, vice chairman of the 


latter subcommittee. 

The appropriations chieftains recom- 
mended that the teaching and business 
ends of the school system be divorced. 
If this were done, it was said, it would 
relieve Dr. Frank Ballou, the superin- 
tendent, of many business worries and 
permit him to devote more of his time 
to purely pedagogic tasks. 

The new business manager would 
take over everything of a business na- 
ture except teachers’ salaries, which 
would be-left to Dr. Ballou. It would 
be the expert’s job to supervise the ex- 
penditures for construction, for sup- 


amount of money which will be spent 
in the next fiscal year for the schools 
will be $12,000,000. 

It was Representative Simmons who 
suggested lifting the bars against out- 
side teachers. At present there is a

New York, June 1 (A.P.).—Tossing 
$6,000 in small bills into the air, “just 
for fun,” was one of the ways of dis- 
posing of “about $80,000 easy money” 
he collected last year, William Lough- 
heed, suspended employe of the Street 
Cleaning Department, testified today at 
the investigation of charges of whole- 
sale graft in the department. 

One day at Belmont Park race track, 
he sald, he dropped about $60,000. 
Often he played dice in a street clean- 
ing department garage with other de- 
partment employes at $800 to $1,000 a 
throw. An $800 bet on one race horse 
was nothing unusual, he testified, and 
it was a regular thing to play dice and 
poker with the loser contributing up 
to $6,000 a night. 

Lougheed in the course of cross-ex- 
amination asserted he was “morally 
certain that some of the money went 
downtown,” meaning that officials of 
the department had been recipients of 
graft. He named several department 
executives, including Alfred A. Taylor,

‘‘Guess We’re Lost,” One 
Wireless Message. 


Honolulu, June 1 (A.P.).—Spanning 
the Pacific air lane from Oakland, 
Calif., the giant trimotored monoplane, 
Southern Cross, landed at Wheeler 
Field, near here, at 12:19 p. m., Pa- 
cific Coast time, today, completing the 
first leg of a 7,788-mile air argosy from 
California to Australia. 

The hazardous 2,400-mile ocean hop 
wes made in 27 hours and 28 minutes. 
A race with a fast failing gasolin 
supply developed in the closing node 
of the flight, and there were tense 
moments when the plane’s radio, which 
had sent out a dramatic account of 
the hopes, fears and emotions of the 
crew of four, flashed a message “guess 

we are lost.” 

There was little gasoline to spare 
when the great blue and silver Fokker 
came to a halt after its long cruise 
from the mainland. It was the fifth 
time that the perilous air passage had 
been successfully negotiated. 

Fuel enough to have kept the mono- 
plane in the air only three hours 
longer, 130 gallons, remained in the 
tanks when the huge plane landed at 
Wheeler field here today, it was ane 
nounced at the field. There were 1,20 
gallons in the tanks when the plan 
took off. 

The fiiers said they planned to carry 
1,500 gallons of gasoline for the flight 
to Suva, which is about 730 miles 
longer than the Oakland-Honolula leg.

PARKING RESTRICTIONS 
GIVEN IN GREAT DETAIL 


Proposal to Make Citizens on 
Foot Obey Signals at 
Crossings Rejected. 


- Control of pedestrian traffic, for 
which the Traffic Department of the 


District govermment has been striving) 
_ @ver since it was cria‘ci, was again 


tossed into the discard by the Commis- 
#icnerg yesterday when ihey took up 
#0. consideration the general revision 
of the traffic code submitted to them 
six months ago by William H. Harland, 
Wirector of traffic. 

All of the proposed new regulations, 
some 60 of them, were tentatively 
adopted except two paragraphs so 
worded as to compel perscns afoot to 
Obey traffic lights and the semaphore 
and hand signals of policemen on pain 
of arrest. The entire newly revised code 
then was returned to Harland to make 
@ final revision of * e wording. 

Most of the amendments related to 
new parl.ing provisions, in minute de- 
tail, the creation of new one-way streets 
and new wording to clarify obscure 
passages. The sections of the code were 
rearranged. 


Long Under Consideration. 


After Harland submitted the code the 
Commissioners considered it for sev- 
eral weeks. It was re‘urned to the 
traffic director once or twice for re- 
arrangement and then it a: adopted, 
@arly in the .inter. The pedestrian- 
control provision was not clear on its 
face as such and the Commissioners 
did not realize that they had per- 
mitted it to sl' into the new code. A 
day or two after it had been adopted 


“they reconsidered it for the purpose of 


removing the pedestrian feature, and 
during the several months that have 
intervened it was permitted to remain 
pending without further consideration. 
Yesterday they took it up and con- 
ferred with Corporation Counsel W. W. 
Bride, his assistant, Ringgold Hart; Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice, and UHarland, after which they 
ed to all the amendments except 
that proposing tc rule the manner of 
the crossing of streets by pedestrians. 
On the latter point the traffic code 
will remain as it is at present. Pedes- 
trians are forbidden to cross a stream 
of traffic on streets controlled by auto- 
Matic signal lignts They may cross 
against a signal if there are no cars 
passing where they wish to cross. No 
effort has been inede to enforce even 
the existing pedestrian control regu- 
lation. 


Asphalt Contract Awarded. 


The Commissioners also adopted an 
order, recommended by Harland, elimi- 
mating the flashing of all signal lights 
when there is an alarm of fire, as a 
signal to motorists that moving fire 
apparatus is on the streets. 

A contract was awarded to the Cran- 
ford Co., Inc., for Yesurfacing streets 
by the heater methou with type C oil 
asphalt at 82 cents per cubic foot.

EVERYTHING MEN WEAR 


Washington Woman, Herself Now 73 Years Old, Tells 
How Parent, When 18, Took Part in Ceremonies 
Beginning the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal. 


The daughter of the 18-vear-old 
colored girl, who piloted the boat on 
which President John Quincy Adams 
road to the ceremonies which marked 
ithe beginning of the Chesapeake & 
Ohfo Canal a century ago, now lives in 
Chevy Chase. Her name is Mary Moten, 
73 years old, and she is the mother of 
a large family. Her mother met and 
was courted by her father, Thomas 
Harris, while she rode on her father’s 
canal boat and many times has the 
story of that famous ride and the turn- 
ing of the soil with a golden spade been 
told to the girls. 


The canal boat which Mary Moten’s 
grandfather commanded was used on 
the old canal built by George Washing- 
ton on the Virginia side. After this 
canal had proven practical it was de- 
cided to build the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Canal and bonds were sold in 
forefgn countries to finance the under- 
taking : 

The mother’s name also was Mary. 
Mary Moten can’t remember what her 
mother’s maiden name was. “Cnildren 
weren’t told things in those days,” she 
says. The older Mary died a_ short 
while ago at the age ‘of 103 years, still 
clinging to her pipe and tobacco. 
When a girl of 18, the father was 
captain of the boat in which the Presi- 
dent rode, she told the children, and 
on that memorable day he made a bet 
that his daughter could pilot the boat 
with its distinguished guests, and so 
it was done. 


The old woman told of dancing with 
the President, but whether she meant 
personally or in a group her children 
cannot tell. Her tale of the wondrous 
gleaming gold spade that turned the 
earth, however, they recall vividly. 
They also remember the tale of the 
wondrous barbecue which followed the 
ceremonies. It was at this barbecue 
that their father and mother met. 


Mary Moten now owns a bit of prop- 
erty at 5803 Broad Branch road which 
has been spoken for by the Govern- 
ment for school property. The pur- 
chase price has not been delivered as 
yet, but the Government has an op- 
tion on the ground. The property has 
belonged to her father since before the 
civil war. She was born there and 
was a sizeable girl, she says, when the 
war disturbed the quiet woodlands sur- 
rounding them. Her father “would go 
to town several times a week to haul 
their produce for the rebels” in the 
neighborhood “who were not permitted 
to go to town themselves,” she says. 

Mary says the folks out that way 
now are “land poor.” Why, they even 
have to build their garages for their 
automobiles under their houses, she 
says. Often she sighs for the broad 
expanse of woods and the water hole 
in which she waded in childhood. She 
is unable to work now, but in her 
prime she was up at 5 in the morn- 


ing and working in the kitchen to feed 
her brood. 


1d WITNESSES TESTIFY

Walsh and Nye, on Stand, Tell 
of Refusal to Answer Bond 
Deal Questions. 


DOCUMENTS ARE FILED 


(Associated Press.) 

Thirteen witnesses paraded across 
the witness stand yesterday to conclude 
practically the Government’s side in 
the trial of Robert W. Stewart on 
charges of having refused to answer 
questions asked him February 2 and 3 
regarding the Continental Trading Co. 
oil deal by members of the Senate oil 
committee. 

Besides the testimony of witnesses, 
including that of Senators Nye (Repub- 
lican), North Dakota, and Walsh (Demo- 
crat), Montana, chairman and prosecu- 


tor, respectively, of the Senate inves- 
tigating committee, the Government in- 
troduced, over defense objections, a 
batch of documents in an attempt to 
build up their contention that the 
questions asked Stewart were pertinent 
to the oil inquiry. 

Only the offering of few more docu- 
ments remained to complete the Gov- 
ernment presentation when court ad- 
journed until Monday. After these are 
offered the defense will call the first 
of its six witnesses, including two news- 
paper men, through whom it expects to 
show that they. not the members of 
the committee, prompted the questions 
put to the Indiana Standard Oil Co 
official. 

Jusice Frederick L. Siddons, presiding, 
asked both Senators Nye and Walsh be- 
fore they were excused whether the oll 
committee was in “plenary” or regular 
session. when Stewart was before it 
He previously had said that he prob- 
ably would have to rule on the per- 
tinency of the questions asked the of- 
ficial. 

Nye and Walsh testified tit to the 
best of their recollection Stewart had 
declined to answer the questions 
whether he knew of any one who re- 
ceived any of the Continental bonds o1 
whether he had discussed the trans- 
action with Harry F. Sinclair on the 
ground that they were not pertinent 
and because similar issues were iIn- 
volved in the Fall-Sinclair consptracy 
case then pending in the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court, where he 
was scheduled to appear as a witness

CANADA FOR KELLOGG 
MOVE AGAINST WAR

Sees in Proposal Nothing Con- 
flicting With Covenant of 
League of Nations. 


(Associated Press.) 

Canada, through her secretary of 
state for external affairs, W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, has accepted Secretary 
Kellogg’s invitation to join with the 
eleven other nations in the negotla- 
tion and signature of the proposed 
treaty for the renunciation of war. 

“The government of Canada is cer- 
tain that it speaks for the whole Can- 
adian people,” Mr. King said in ‘his 
note made public here yesterday, “in 
welcoming: the outcome in the pro- 
posed multilateral pacts of the discus- 
sion initiated almost a year ago be- 
tween the governments of France and 
of the United States. It is pleased to 
find that in this attitude it is in accord 
with all his majesty’s other govern- 
ments. The proposals of the United 
States, by their directness and sim- 
plicity, afford the peoples of the world 
a new and notable opportunity of in- 
suring lasting peace.” 

Careful consideration has been given 
by Canada, he said, to the question of 
whether the obligations of the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations would 
conflict in any way with the obliga- 
tions of the proposed pacts. He added 
that it is “convinced that there is no 
conflict either in the letter or in the 
spirit between the covenant and the 
multilateral pacts, or between the ob- 
ligations assumed under each.”

Moves of the Rocky Mountain com- 
mittee on public utilities information 
in connection with the appointment by 
the University of Colorado of the Colo- 
rado River committee, for the study of 
such projects as the proposed Boulder 
Canyon Dam, were disclosed yesterday 
in the Federal Trade Commission’s in- 
vestigation of power utilities. 

A December 15, 1927, letter from Guy

the same time Robert EB. Healy. com- 
mission counsel, produced a memoran- 
dum by Hubert P. Wolfe which sug- 
gested “questions pertinent to the po- 
sition of Colorado In the Colorado River 
controversy which might well be in- 
vestigated by a fact-finding commlis- 
Sion.” *« 

Wolfe had been identified previously 
as the beneficiary of a fellowship at 
the University of Colorado which is be- 
ing financed fjointly by the Rocky 
Mountain commiti4s and the untversity 

His memorandum had come from the 
files of George E. Lewis, executive man- 
ager of the utilities information com- 
mittee, who was under examination 
most of Thursday and all day yesterday 
but did not. complete his statemen: 
Topping the list of questions was a 
note to Lewis, saying, “These were writ- 
ten by ‘yours truly’ so that Peterson 
could talk intelligently to the board of 
regents.

ATTEMPT TO HALT 
~ MERGER REJECTED 


Justice Gordon Holds 1925 
Law Removes Restrictions 
Against Consolidation. 


STOCKHOLDER APPEALS 
CASE IN HIGHER COURT 


Decision Eliminates Any Bar 
to North American Co.’s 
Activities. 


The antimerger controversy, brought 
into Equity Court by John J. Noonan 
to prevent the consolidation of the 
Capital Traction Co. and the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co., cole 
lapsed yesterday when Justice Peyton 
Gordon signed an order dismissing the 
injunction petition. The case now 
goes to the Court of Appeals and 
probatly will be argued in that court 
at abcut the same time the merger 
proposition goes before the second ses- 
sion of the Seventieth Congress. 

Barbour & Bowen, counsel for the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co., 
demanded the dismissal of the Noonan 
bill on the ground that the merger 
law of 1925 removed the restrictions 
contained in the antimerger law of 
1913 and that the door was open for 
foreign utility or holding corporations 
to come into the District of Columbia 
and buy up stock in local public utill- 
ties. This contention was sustained by 
Justice Gordon. 

Noonan complained that the North 
American Co. owned more than 50 ‘per 
cent of the stock of the Washington 
Rallway & Electric Co. in violation of 
the antimerger law and that the North 
American Co. would dominate the 
merger when completed. 


Kefuse to Admit Restriction Removal. 


His attorneys refused to accept the 
view that the merger law of 1925 had 
removed the restrictions against foreign 
corporations and contended that any 
move made by the Washington Rallway 
& Electric Co. toward a consummation 
of the merger, with half or more of its 
stock owned by the North American 
Co., would be unlawful and that his 
holdings would be endangered. 

The North American Co. was named 
& defendant in the Noonan tnjunction 
bill, but that concern presented only 
its shadow to the court, 
G. McAdoo and Brice Claggett, its 
counsel, first. presented a motion to 
quash the service of the subpena and 
afterward presented a motion to dis- 
miss the injunction bill. Nelther Mc- 
Adoo nor Clagett, by reason of the ob- 
jections of Joseph D. Sullivan, of coun- 
sel for Noonan, did much talking. 
Neither of these attorneys formally 
has entered his appearance as counsel 
for the North American Co., but both 
were on hand when the injunction 
case Was argued and also when Jus- 
tice Gordon said that the Noonan bill 
would be dismissed 


Merger Has Clear Field. 


There exists 
against the activities the North 
American Co. in the District, as 
Judge Gordon has held that the restric- 
tions contained in the antimerger law 
of 1913 have been removed. The no- 
tation of an appeal by Sullivan and 
his associate, William G. Johnson, does 
not act as a bar to the North Ameri- 
can Co., but if the Court of Ap- 
peals should decide that Justice Gor- 
don was in error, the injunction bill, 
of course, will take on an entirely dif- 
ferent color. 

The merger law of 1925 was intended, 
according to Barbour & Bowen, to en- 
able the street car companies to merge 
and was also intended to remove all 
then existing obstacles to a merger.

complaints pending which allege unfair 
methods of competition by the com- 
pany.” 

Humphrey was quoted in the affi- 
davits of Mrs. Wiley and Mrs. Gilling- 
ham as attacking the company in an 
address in March, 1927, before a home, 
economics class at George Washington 
University here. Mrs. Wiley’s affidavit 
quoted the commissioner as saying the 
Royal concern was “about as crookecl : 
and contemptible an outfit as we have 
ever had to deal with, and that in- 
cludes them all.” His address, her 
affidavit said, continued: “The others 
have all agreed to come in anc come- 
bine to settle their difficulties amicably. 
The Royal will not.” 

Hitch’s affidavit expressed the opin- 
ion that Humphrey was “disqualified, 
to sit in any proceeding in which the 
Royal Baking Co, was interested.” He 
referred to the quotations in the 
Humphrey address in the affidavits of 
Mrs. Wiley and Mrs. Gillingham as ine 
dicating “a definite attitude to decide 
against his company.”

IMPEACHMENT FAVORED 
AFTER BAY STATE QUIZ 


Attorney General Reading Is 
Accused of Misconduct 
by Committee. 


TOOK $25,000 RETAINER 


Boston, Mass., June 1 (A.P.).—Im- 
peachment of Attorney General Arthur 
K. Reading “for misconduct and malad- 
ministration” was recommended unan- 
imously by a special legislative com- 
mittee, which made its report today 


after an investigation into the at- 
torney generail’s conduct in office. 

In its report the committee de- 
nounced the attorney general’s acts in 
vigorous language, and, after finding 
that he had “wilfully, wrongfully and 
corruptly prostitued his official power 
and -influence for the purpose of se- 
curing benefits to himself,” urged the 
house of representatives to adopt reso- 
lutions for his impeachment by the 
senate. 

The greater part of the report dealt 
with the attorney general’s connection 
with the Decimo Club, Inc., of New 
York, whose payment to him of a 
$25,000 retainer led to the appointment 
of the investigating committee. 

This body of nine members of the 
house also found Reading guilty of 
misconduct in bringing about a settle- 
ment between the United Law. Cor- 
poration, of Worcester and its sub- 
sidiary organizations: The committee 
found no culpability within the scope 
of its inquiry relating to Reading’s 
pa-ticipating in various Florida land 
enterprises, but reported that “there 
was reprehensible negligence in the 
custody of important papers entrusted 
to his charge or to that of his as- 
sistants,” as a result of the disappear- 
ance of papers in connection with sales 
of tubercular cattle to the State. 

The committee said that the attorney 
general intended to tonceal the fact of 
his employment by the Decimo Club 
and that in the receipt of the $25,000 
check and other sums of money “so did 
mislead and deceive both his own offi- 
cial associates and the people of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts with 
respect to his employment by the 
Decimo Club.”

Southern Cross Is Built 
From 2 Wrecked Planes 


New York, June 1 (A.P.).—A craft 
made in part of the remnants of two 
wrecked planes carried the four-man 
crew of the monoplane Southern 
Cross safely over the 2,400-mile span 
from Oakland, Calif.. to Honolulu, 

The creation of this latest craft to 
forge into the aviation spotlight was 
explained today by R. B. C. Noorduyn, 
vice president of the Fokker Aircraft 
Corporation, which redeemed the plane 
after several accidents in the early ef- 
forts of Capt. George H. Wilkins to fly 
to the North Pole. 

A single-engined transport mono- 
plane and a crimctored monoplane 
which Wilkins haa used, were disman- 
tled in 1927 and shipped to Séattle, 
where the Southern Cross came into 
being—formed of the fuselage of the 
single-motored craft and the wing and 
landing gear of the trimotored plane. 
The motors were new. 

The Southern Cross has thus seen 
extensive service in the air. Some of its 
parts were in the planes that made 
several flights .n 1926 between Fair- 
banks and Point Barrow, Alaska, and 
on a plane that made the two 700-mile 
journeys over the Arctic wastes from 
Point Barrow. Since the plane was re- 
built three unsuccessful attempts 
were made to break the world endur- 
ance record.

TWO VIRGINIANS DROWNED 


Boston, Mass., June 1 (A.P.).—Twen- 
ty-nine survivors of the crew of the 
collier Kershaw, which was rammed and 
sunk early today in Vineyard Sound by 
the round-the-world Dollar liner Presi- 
dent Garfield, were brought to this port 
late today on board the liner. Seven 
of the Kershaw’s crew lost their lives 
when the vessel dived to the bottom 
four minutes after the impact. 

Officials of the Dollar Line and of 
Merchants & Miners Transportation Co., 
owners of the Kershaw, declined to 
make known details of the collision 
pending official inquiry. The Kershaw 
survivors were taken off the Garfield by 
a tug which met the round-the-world 
liner down the harbor. 

It was learned that the collision oc- 
curred at 1:35 o’clock this morning, 
seven miles east of East Chop, one of 
the points that guard the entrance to 
Vine Yard Haven. The sea was calm; 
there was no wind, and the visability 
was described as excellent. Details of 
the whistles and other signals ex- 
changed when the collier, outbound 
from Boston for Norfolk, and the Gar- 
field, inbound for Boston from New 
York, approached each other in the 
sound were withheld.

It is up to you women 
since you are a power in the land, to 
nsist that this country shall maintain 
an adequate Army and Navy.” 

Denying that the Army wants war, 
since it knows what war is, Gen. Bow- 
ley declared that “preparedness” should 
not mean the largest army so much as 
it should mean an army “in keeping 
with the dignity of this country,” and 
one sufficient for defense. 

“We are not the bloody militarists

COOLIDGES’ DEPARTURE 
ENGROSSING CAPITAL 


One More Expression Hoped 
For on Nomination—Watson 
Off for Convention. 


‘By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
Announcement that Senator James 
A. Reed had selected the man to place 
him in nomination at Houston, to- 
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gether with unsuccessful efforts to as- 
certain just where President Coolidge 
will be when the balloting at Kansas 
City begins, constituted yesterday’s po- 
litical tid-bits in what is rapidly be- 
coming a politically barren town. 

Charles M. Howell, of Kansas City, 
long a stanch friend of the Missouri 
senator, is the selection to place him 
in nomination, it was announced. 
When Senator Reed was acquiring fame 
as @ prosecuting attorney, Mr. Howell 
was his deputy. When the senator was 
elected mayor, he appointed Mr. Howell 
as city attorney. Subsequently they 
were associated in the private practice 
of law and Mr. Howell is still thus en- 
gaged in Kansas City. 

His selection means that the Mls- 
sourl senator intends to retain all of 
the marks of,a candidate right up to 
the last, based undoubtedly on the fact 
that there may be a slip in so far as 
Gov. Smith’s nomination is concerned, 
especially when considered that there 
still is plenty of unfinished preconven- 
tion business for the Democrats,

Want Another Statement. 


Of course, the Hoover forces are 
hoping that the President will say 
something before the convention meets. 
If he should do so he would be helping 
Mr. Hoover as against the others, and 
these would say it was not the impar- 
tial thing to do, There was what the 
newspaper men call a “hot tip” going 
the rounds yesterday, and its origin was 
not hard to trace, that the President 
was going to say something. But he 
did not and the only sign of his say- 
ing anything, which is definite, is that 
he will address the budget meeting 
June 11, or just on the eve of the 
Kansas City meeting. After that the 
President’s plans are indefinite, except 
that some time thereafter he plans to 
leave for Wisconsin, 

As evidence of the general uncertain- 
ty about things Republican, such an 
astute observer as Senator Watson, of 
Indiana, was wholly in the dark as he 
left yesterday for Kansas City. He is 
one of the favorite son candidates, but 
more important, he is to be one of the

forces at Kansas City. 

“I do not know who is going to be 
nominated,” the ordinarily knowing 
senator said. “No one on earth knows. 
But I think it will not be Hoover.” 


73 Delegates in Question. 


The Indiana senator is leaving early 
to be on hand for the Southern dele- 
gate contests, which are to get under 
way Monday. There are 73 in the bal- 
anve and the question is whether 
Hoover or the antis get them. 

The Democrats are not yet ready to 
close up thelr preconvention shop. As 
a matter of fact they have one more 
Southern primary and three Southern 
State conventions which may well have 
a bearing on the easc with which the 
New York Governor may get the nom- 
ination and conceivably might bolster 
up the courage of those who do not 
want him to have it that their wish 
will be gratified. It is for this reason 
that the Missouri senator can not per- 
mit himself to give up the fight. 

Florida will hold the last primary 
Tuesday and on June 14 Kentucky 
Democrats will meet in State conven- 
tion to be followed the latter part of 
the month by Statc conventions in 
North Carolina and Virginia. The gov- 
ernor’s friends tn these four States had 
hoped that by the time of these show- 
downs the South's attitude would have 
been sufficiently clarified to make 
their task easier. It has not, however. 

West Virginia Promises Surprises. 

West Virginia developed a decided 
surprise, more so than that which the 
Hoover people must have felt. Reed's 
show of strength in the preference vot- 
inf] Was as unexpected as his poor show- 
ing in Oregon. There was little of the 
nature of organized support for him, 
yet he ran but 4,000 behind the New 
York Governor. Aside from the fact 
that he was the victor in the prefer- 
ence vote, however, there is cheer for 
the governor’s friends in the fact that 
he was for the first time the issue in a 
dry, Protestant State, where there is a 
real Democratic. constituency. West 
Virginia is a doubtful State. The Dem- 
ocrats are sufficiently strong to send a 
man to the United States Senate. This 
is not true of those Western States 
where the only Democrats are a small 
body of dissenters, among whom it 
would be surprising if the New York 
Governor were not popular instead of 
the reverse. 

But the rub in the West Virginia 
outcome from the Smith viewpoint is 
that he lost at least three-fourths of 
the delegates. The election of delegates 
im that State does not necessarily have 
any relation to the preference voting. 
It will be several days perhaps before 
the exact complexion of the delegates 
either on the Democratic side or the 
Republican side is Known but authori- 
ties agree that nat least three-fourths 
of the Democrats elected were antl- 
Smith. Just how Senator Reed fares 
among them remains to be seen. 

The outcome would seem to indicate 
that the majority of the Democratic 
voters favored neither Smith nor Reed. 
Secretary Hoover wiil do good to sal- 
vage six delegates out of the nineteen 
Republicans named. 


In Florida and Kentucky. 


The indications are that Florida will 
elect anti-Smith delegates Tuesday. 
Kentucky plans to name an uninstruct- 
ed delegation, according to apparently 
authoritative reports réaching here, the 
sort of delegation that will help Smith 
if he does not need it but will not 
help him if he does. In other words, 
it is not likely to be a Smith delega- 
tion, but not one that will necessarily 
fight him to the last ditch. It will 
probably be a delegation that will make 
a fight if there is any chance of suc- 
cess, but will go along with the gov- 
ernor if there is none. Delegations of 
this kind are, of course, not what the 
governor’s friends would choose, 

There is a determined Smith influ- 
ence in Virginia, but just what it will 
be able to do in the State conven- 
tion June 21 Is yet to be seen. Both 
the Smith and Simmons forces claim 
victory in the North Carolina line-up. 

The victory lies with the 471 dele- 
gates, who were uninstructed at the re- 
cent precinct conventions. The State 
convention willl determine the question. 

It would seem that if the anti-Smith 
forces are victorious from now on the 
break which the Smith forces hope the 
South will eventually make for him 
will be slow in getting underway. Of 
course, the Smith forces already lay 
claim to Louisiana but there is a con- 
test on there. Arkansas is supposed to 
have 18 bold delegates for him but it 
remains to be seen just when they 
will get bold and vote for the governor 
in the convention, \

Smith’s Vote Over Reed Is 


Cut Down Somewhat in 
West Virginia. 


Charleston, W. Va., June 1 (A.P.).— 
Belated returns tonight from the West 
Virginia primary cut somewhat into 
the lead of Gov. Alfred E. Smith of 
New York over Senator James A. Reed 
for the Democratic presidential pref- 
erence. 

At the same time returns from two- 
thirds of the State showed fourteen 
anti-Smith candidates, five Smith men 
and one undesignated man in the lead 
as delegates to the Democratic national 
convention. The State has a delega- 
tion of 20 with 16 votes. 

Returns from 2,063 of the 2,306 pre- 
cincts gave Smith 72,960, and Reed, 
69,688. 

Senator Guy D. Goff continued to 
hold his lead over Secretary Hoover 
for the Republican presidential prefer- 
ence. The vote from 2,170 precincts 
was Golf, 120,337, and Hoover, 105,876.

Dim Forest, Sweet-Smelling 
Trails and Solitude in 
Wisconsin Wilds. 


GATES BAR INTRUDERS;

Col. Starling Due Monday to 
Complete Arrangements 
for Executive’s Visit.

Superior, Wis., June 1.— President 
Coolidge has chosen one of the most 
secluded and beautifui spots in the 
great north woods for the summer 
White House this year. 


Cedar Island Lodge, where the presi- 
dential party is expected in about two 
weeks, is a clearing in the ancient wild- 
etness, a Clipped lawn, cedar bark para- 
dise surrounded by the wild woods Here 
the President may remain aloof from 
the din of summer politics, listening 
to the wind sighing in the high tops 
of the old cedars and pine, lulled by the 
music of the River Brule, which flows 
gently by his doorstep. 

He may step out on his lawn and cast 
his fly into lake or river, or walk down 
@ concrete way to a canoe with a fisher- 
man’s arm chair seat in the bow. There 
are miles of dim forest, dim, sweet- 
smelling trails through the 4,800-acre 
estate in which he will be fenced. No 
tourist can get at him. There are seven 
varieties of trout to angle for. What 
more could man desire? 


Created From a Swamp. 


The lodge is owned by the heirs of 
the late Henry Clay Pierce, financier 
and oil magnate of St. Louls and New 
York. It was created out of a swamp 


merly with the United States Depart- 
nent of Fisheries, and now superinten- 
dent of the estate. It is situated near

Bleak, Barren Character, 


This country has something of a 
bleak, barren character. On most of the 
the old forests have been 
wasted by fire or ax. Dipping into the 
valley you find patches of old trees, but 
is not until the Pierce estate is 
reached that the virgin woods are 
found. Here the brush has not even 
been touched except in the lodge clear- 
ing. There is no sign of farming around. 

At the locked gates there is a tele- 


mittance. This opens into another 
of wild road that leads to a 


Here is the real heart of the re- 
There is a cage here where two 
bears were kept. Trails lead off to 
cabins. There are soventeen buildings 
on the estate, all of log, bark and 
stone, blending into the woods scene. 

The inner gate opens upon a wide, 
green lawn, which slopes down to the 
water. 

A timber foot bridge leads across to 
the island where the main lodge is. The 
lodge is entirely unpretentious, not one 
of the $1,000,000 Newport variety. It is 
a one-story affair, of logs covered with 
old gray cedar bark. Water is all around, 
although there is room on the island 
for more lawn, trees, benches and 
walks. This water is dark and cold. The 
river here is about 40 feet wide, rather 
shallow, with trout even now rising to 
the fly. 


Winds Whisper All the Time, 


Tall cedar trees, pines and cotton- 
wood make the spot lovely and shaded. 
The winds whisper here all the time. 
The water ripples by. The shadows of 
deep pools, the swirl of a current, make 
this most inviting place possible to the 
fisherman that the President has be- 
come in his past two summers. 

The best method of fishing this river 
is from a canoe. There are two guides 
ready to paddle the President and un- 
snag his hooks. 

There are 11 lakes and 90 miles of 
stream to choose from, but he need 
not wander away from his own Island 
to find some of the best fishing. The 
banks are close grown with trees, mak- 
ing bank casting impossible, except in 
a few meadows near Brule. 

The secret of the good fishing here is 
found a haif mile away from the lodge, 
where the estate maintains what is 
said to be the largest fish hatchery in 
the country. They let out enough to 
keep their own lakes and river well 
supplied, and there are plenty more to 
release from the hatchery pens wher? 
the President arrives. 


Many Varieties There. 


For three-quarters of a mile these 
breeding and feeding pens stretch out 
over what was once a swamp. Superin- 
tendent Lambert lives in a log cottage 
near the hatchery, for this is his pet 
work. There are big Montana graylings 
ready to leap out of the water, Colo- 
rado natives, brook, rainbow, German 
brown and other varieties, each kept 
in separate ponds out in the open. 

Trails through the forest wind around 
trees 2 to 3 feet in diameter. There are 
many wild flowers, but no hills to 
climb and no horses to ride. 

The President’s outlook has nothing 
of the rough hills, the wide plains that

“LARCENY OF POWER.” 


In his Gettysburg address President 
Coolidge called attention to the tendency 
of legislators to go beyond the limits of 
the power given to them by the people. 
“In their desire to take some action 
which they conceive to be in the public 
interest,” he said, “they oftentimes 
manifest a disposition to exceed their 
constitutional authority. Such action is 
a larceny of power. Responsibility for it 
can not be evaded by the weak plea to let 
the law be passed and the courts can de- 
cide its constitutionality. Legislators 
are required to qualify upon their solemn 
oath. That oath is not that they will 


leave the courts to defend and support 
the Constitution, but that they them- 


selves will defend and support it.” 
Special point is given to Mr. Coolidge’s 


remarks by the action of Congress in at- 
tempting to make laws that were ac- 
knowledged to be of doubtful constitu- 
‘ tionality. But for Mr. Coolidge these at- 
tempts would have been successful in the 
case of the Muscle Shoals and McNary- 


Haugen bills. Members of the House 


brazenly admitted that they supported 
the McNary-Haugen bill in spite of their 
own doubts as to its constitutionality, 
and tried to justify their position by 
suggesting that the courts would pro- 
tect the people if the law should prove to 
be unconstitutional. ' 
“larceny of power” marked the lowest 
depths of ignorance and perverseness to 
which legislators in Congress have yet

without becoming traitors to their oath. 


Although the unconstitutionality of 


the Muscle Shoals bill was not so sharply 
exposed, there is no doubt that President 
Coolidge looks upon the attempt to force 
the Government into business as being as 
outrageously a larceny of power as was 
the attempt to fix the price of agricul- 
tural products.

“For the purpose of promoting a reign 
of law in the world,” said Mr. Coolidge at 
Gettysburg, “there is a special obligation 


There is 
a considerable body, executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial in its functions, which 
derive their authority directly from con- 


stitutional sources. None of these is all- 


powerful, but are held within strict 
limits.”

raising the cost of foodstuffs by law and 
making the Government a competitor in

SEEKING A SIGN. 


The approach of the Republican convention, 
with all its uncertainties, appears only to in- 
crease the suspicion with which every move- 
ment of President Coolidge is viewed. It is, 
therefore, only natural that his decision to 
pass the summer in Wisconsin, after it had 
been confidently predicted that he would go 
South, should be miscropically examined by 
those who look for political significance in all 
his acts. 

It is noted first of all by these worthies that 
the decision of the President has ‘‘renewed the 
movement to draft” him. In some unrevealed 
and occult way his voyage in the Northwest has 
made him more available than would have 
been the case if he had journeyed south by east. 
There is more to the story than that, however. 
It develops, according to some chroniclers, that 
the President will be ahoard his train at the 
very moment that the balloting begins in 
Kansas City. Mr, Coolidge, speeding across 
the country, will be unable to stop the 
stampede of delegates to his cause and without 
his knowledge he will be made the party’s 
standard bearer—presumably while he is in 
transit between Ashtabula and Cleveland. 

The only difficulty the public will have in 
absorbing these stories is that deep and dark 
significance would have been attached to any 


decision that the President might have reached. / 


Weighty reasons had previously been giv 
why his ambitions demanded that he go South: 
Had President Coolidge reached the conclusion 
that he might as well stay in the Capital more 
subtle inferences would have been drawn than 
those that have now seen the light of day. 
There is and can be no peace until the con- 
vention itself puts an end_.to all speculation. 
There is reason to believe, however, that 
those who attribute some hidden motive in 
every act of the President are inspired by the 
desire to have Mr. Coolidge declare that he 
would not accept the nomination if it should 
be offered him. Any such declaration could be 
used to the advantage of some candidates and 
to the detriment of others. It would remove 
at least one of the unknown quantities, and 
there are enough now to give certain politi- 
cians many sleepless hours. The battle to 
break down the presidential silence is likely to 
continue until the moment that the candidate 
is named, but the odds in favor of those who 
would extract some sign are not very great. 


SURVEY OF HOMES. 


Sometime ago the General Federation of 
Womens Clubs undertook to make the equiva- 
lent of an industrial survey of the American 
home. The project was started because of the 
fact that the home, one of the leading indus- 
tries, is not considered in any Federal census 
classification, a condition that makes it im- 
possible to find statistics or data on the pro- 
fession of homemaking such as are available 
for every other profession. Such a survey, as 
was to have been expected, immediately be- 
came of value to manufacturers of vacuum 
sweepers and other home appliances. It was 
inevitable that the charge of commercialism 
should have been raised against the organiza- 
tion making it. 

At the present time the General Federation 
of Womens Clubs is in convention at Dallas. 
The charges regarding the survey have been 
made a leading issue, and Mrs. John Sherman, 
president of the federation, on two separate 
occasions has denied vehemently that the proj- 
ect was undertaken with any except the 
purest motives. The survey, she says, received 
the support of the National Electric Light As- 
sociation and other commercial bodies after a 
definite understanding had been reached that 
these organizations would gain no _ special 
privilege from the federation. The survey, she 
says further, was successful, having brought 
out ‘‘many conspicuous defects in our Ameri- 
can home equipment. There were thousands 
of. towns having no water or sewer system. 
There were fairly large cities having no 
garbage collection or disposal plan. A fifth 
of our suburban homes were without station- 
ary sinks and a third lacked bathtubs.” As a 
result of the survey, she says, many clubs 
have been spurred to active efforts to improve 
conditions in their localities. 

The commercialism charge may demand de- 
fense before the organization. Before the 
public, however, the survey justifies itself. 
The fact that certain commercial organizations 
might be benefited thereby proves that there 
is need for such a survey, for a bathtub can be 
put into a home only through the combined 
efforts of a bathtub manufacturer, a distribu- 
ter and a plumber. The Federation of Wom- 
ens Clubs would do well to make the house- 
hold survey an annual undertaking. 


AMERICA TO AUSTRALIA. 


Capt. Kingsford-Smith has piloted his plane, 
Southern Cross, successfully and speedily from 
San Francisco to Honolulu. The achievement 
is no mean feat of itself, but it marks only the 
beginning of one of the most comprehensive 
and spectacular air voyages ever undertaken. 
From Honolulu the Southern Cross soon will 
take off for the Fiji Islands, whence the 
journey to Australia, Capt. Kingsford-Smith’s 
objective, will be resumed. In all, close to 
8,000 miles of water lie between the starting 
and finishing points of this voyage. — 

Capt. Kingsford-Smith is accompanied by C. 
T..P. Ulm, copilot; James Warner, radio op- 
erator, and Lieut, Harry Lyon, jr., navigator. 
Kingsford-Smith and Ulm are Australians, 
It is a happy 
combination, particularly in view of the fact 
that this brave crew is pioneering a route that 
some day will be thick with planes linkirty the 
United States with the Commonwealth of 
Australia. The day is far distant, of course. 
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The advance preparation necessary to get this 
expedition under way testifies to the fact that 
flying between the two continents is venture- 


some. The voyage has not yet been completed, 


but the comparative ease with which the 
Southern Cross was set down in Honolulu 
augurs well for its happy termination. The hop 
to the Fiji Islands is the longest. If Kingsford- 
Smith can manage it successfully he will be as 
good as landed in Australia.’ 


LACROSSE SUPERSEDES BASEBALL. 


Several colleges, two recently in Maryland, 
have definitely abandoned baseball as a spring 
Other institutions, 
while they have not gone that far, have in- 
augurated lacrosse as a varsity sport so that 


the game has very generally become a rival 
of what Americans are pleased to call the 
national pastime. Lacrosse might dispute this 
title. The game is of Indian origin and has 
a history that dates far back beyond the days 
when rounders was first imported and. trans- 
formed into modern baseball, 

College interest in lacrosse is not hard to 
understand. Baseball as played in the uni- 
versities has lost its appeal. There are only 
a few places where it can compete with either 
professional or semiprofessional talent. Not 
even the student body generates any particular 
fever of enthusiasm for the college nine. A 
few games are well patronized, but as a whole, 
baseball is one of the sports that must be 
sustained by profits in other directions. 

Another reason for the increasing popular- 
ity of lacrosse is that football coaches have 
found the game an excellent adjunct to the 
fall sport. It is virtually as valuable as spring 
practice in keeping gridiron stars in condition. 
The leading twelves boast of the presence of 
many football stars who find little difficulty 
in adopting the stick instead of the pigskin. 

Maryland is one of the centers of lacrosse 
in the United States. The game has been en- 
thusiastically adopted and supported there 
for a good many years. This year the State 
boasts of at least three of the best teams in 
the United States. Thex,,are sure to he 
chosen for the Olympic erie. and no ,doubt 
some of the State’s best players will be se- 
lected for the trip abroad. The day may come 
when the colleges will have a spring sport

SOUTH AMERICAN AIR MAIL. 


The Peruvian government has announced 
that authorization has been granted the Huff- 
Deland Dusters to establish a passenger and 
mail air service between the United States and 
Peru. The Postoffice Department has not yet 
heard formally of the project and points out 
that unless the Huff-Deland Dusters have a 
contract with the United States Government 
they can carry mail only one way. However, 
Government officials have been hoping for 
sometime that an air mail line connecting the 
two Americas would be established, and there 
is little doubt that the Huff-Deland Dusters, a 
subsidiary of the Keystone Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, which has held more than one Govern- 
ment contract, will be able to obtain authori- 
zation from the Postoffice Department to 
carry United States mail. 

The time has arrived when an air mail 
route connecting the two Americas should 
prove profitable. It is only over comparatively 
long distances that the airplane affords any 
considerable time saving, and in this connec- 
tion the geographic location of the two Ameri- 
cas seem made to order for air mail. In ad- 


. dition, trade of the United States with the 


South Ameri€an Republics is becoming greater 
every year, and there is a genuine demand 
for means of speedy commercial intercourse. 
Air mail to South America, by speeding up 
trade, will put money into the pockets of 
American business men. There seems to be no 
reason why it should not quickly reach the 
position of more than paying its own way.

RELATION 
HEIGHT. 

HEN the height of a _ child 

reaches 45 inches his weight, 

according to the law of aver- 
ages, Is 45 pounds. This assumes that 
the boy or girl is barefooted when the 
height is measured, and naked, or ap- 
proximately so, when weighed; and 
that he is about average in build and 
Size of bones. This height and weight 
is reached at 6 years of age, roughly, 
or the beginning of school life. To 
put it another way, at time of starting 
to school, each inch of stature should 
have an average weight of 1 pound. 
Were these proportions to keep up 
all during life no scales would be re- 
quired. Measures could be taken with 
a tape line and weight could be cal- 
culated. But it is not so. 

At birth the baby averages 20 inches 
long and weighs 8 pounds or there- 
abouts. It takes 21, inches of baby to 
weigh a pound. Plainly, a baby is 
like a piece of cork, or pith, or foam. 


WEIGHT IN TO CHILD'S 


At 1 year of age the figures are: 28 
inches and 20 pounds. Each 
weighs five-sevenths of a pound. Some 
of the sap is evaporating and the twig 
is getting firmer, if it is permissible to 
change the figure. 

At 2 years the figures are: 32 inches 
and 24 pounds. Each inch weighs 
twenty-four thirty-seconds of a pound, 
or three-quarters of a pound to the 
inch. At 3 they are: 35 and 30. 
or a little less than six-sevenths of a 
pound to the inch. 

After about 6 years and 45 inches 
the weight in pounds exceeds the 
height in inches. At about 8 years the 
height is 48 inches and the weight 521, 
pounds, or one and one-tenth pounds 
to the inch. Plainly, the child is be- 
coming stockier, harder, firmer, and 
less pulpy. 

At 50 inches height the expected 
weight is about 58 6 pounds. 


At 60 inches it is is 9. pounds. The 
child 5 feet tall weighs more than 1% 
pounds to the inch. At 65 inches the 
expected welght is 125 pounds. This 
is 18-10 pounds to the i~ch.”

All of these are measurements of 
children and adolescents. Older people 
are heavier for their inches. For in- 
stance, @ normal average person 30 
years old and measuring 70 inches net 
should weigh more than 140 pounds.

Yesterday it was stated that infor- 
matory doubles at Contract should be 
somewhat more conservaitve than such 
doubles at Auction Bridge. In my 
Auction Bridge writings I have been 
more conservative than most of the 
others, I have begged my readers not 
to double informatorily unless strong. 
I believe the winning principle ts: 
Double conservatively, answer the dou- 
ble optimistically; therefore, generally 
speaking, I do not approve of any dou- 
ble at Auction Bridge with less than 
five high cards that probably will take 
tricks; although under certain eacep- 
tional conditions, four high sure trick- 
takers may justify it. In Auction, a 
Jack may be reckoned among the high 
cards that probably ‘will take tricks, 
when it is accompanied by Ace and 
one other, or King and one other; but 
in Contract, while I do not believe in 
increasing the number of high cards 
required to justify an informatory 
double, 1 would be more conservative 
in depending upon Jacks. For example, 
in Auction Bridge, Dealer (South) hav- 
ing bid one No Trump, I would have 
West (but not East) double unhesi- 
tatingly with: 


@K-LX 
W A-X-X 
# A-J-X 
& X-X-X-X 


In Contract I believe it would be 
doubtful whether the two Jacks should 
be counted as two in the five-high- 
card reckoning. It furthermore goes 
without saying that when vulnerable, 
the informatory double in Contract 
ehould be used with even more cau- 
tion than when not vulnerable because, 
if the partner have a bust, the loss 
when vulnerable may prove to be 50 
great. 

In actual Contract play I have noted 
that the average number. of informa- 
tory doubles made to each hundred 
hands is much less than in Auction 
Bridge, and I believe this is an evidence 
of sound and proper conservatism.

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Miss Matsudaira Departs 
lo Become Bride of Prince 


200 Friends, Including State Officials, Bid: Farewell at 
Station—Presented With Roses; Daughter Very - 
Happy Here, Japanese Ambassador Says. 


(Associated Press.) 

Miss Setsu Matsudaira, daughter of 
the Japanese Ambassador, left here 
yesterday on her long journey to Japan, 
where she will become the bride in the 
fall of Prince Chichibu, heir to the 
Japanese imperial throne. 

An informal reception was held in the 
concourse of the Union Station in 
Which 200 friends of Miss Matsudaira, 


who will be accompanied by her father 
and mother, joined to bid her farewell. 
The United States Government was of- 
ficially represented by Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Nelson T. Johnson and 
Dr. Stanley Hornbeck, chief of the 
State Department’s Division of Far 
Eastern Affairs. 

Before her departure the Ambassador 
said his daughter would carry back to 
Japan treasured memories of America 
that will influence her whole life. He 
declared that he spoke for his daugh- 
ter, not so much because of any rule 
of Japanese imperial etiquette, but in 
deference to the Japanese custom of 
keeping young girls strictly within the 
seclusion of the home and away from 
all public appearance. 

“Although the life of the imperial 
household is more restricted than that 
of the White House,” the Ambassador 
said, “my duaghter will continue her 
contact with foreigners through the 
diplomatic circle in Tokyo and will 
often have occasion to use the English 
and French she has learned here. She 
has been very happy in her three years 
of school here.” 

At tne reception in the station, Miss 
Matsudaira was presented with a bou- 
quet of roses by her schoolmates and 
quite contrary to the oriental custom 
she embraced four of them befvre her 
departure. 

The future princess probably will 
discard Western dress, the Ambassador 
declared, for the vivid kimonos of her 
countrywomen when she reaches home, 
but after her marriage she undoubted- 
ly will always wear upon public ap- 
pearances gowns of American or Euro- 
pean design, since that is the custom 
of the imperial household. 

The wedding, which will be held in 
late September or the beginning of 


+ 


October, contrary to Western custom, 
he said, will be staged with utmost 
privacy within the palace at Tokyo be- 
fore the shrine of the emperor’s ances- 
tors instead of a public ceremony. 
There is an elaborate ritual for wed- 
dings in the imperial family, he added, 
which is quite different from other 
Japanese marriages, but the ceremony 
is quite short and not marked by any 
visit to religious temples. After the 
ceremony it is customary to have en 
official luncheon or reception. 

The party, which also includes Miss

in Chicago before leaving in the even- 
ing for San Francisco. There they will 
board the steamship Shinyu Maru, 
which sails for Yokohoma on June 6;'

Success to Raw Material 


Templeton Says None of His Athletes Were 
Stars in High School, but Developed Own 
Style—Has 9 Olympic Prospects. 


By IF. G. VOSBURGH 
(Associated Press Sports Writer). 


EW YORK, June 1 (A.P.).—Robert 

F, Templeton, more generally 

known as “Dink,” is probably the 
only man in the world who ever coached 
two successive teams to intercollegiate 
championships in track and field by the 
time he was 31 years old, but he ascribes 
his success less to any miracle man 
coaching than to the fact that few of 
his star performers were world beaters 
in their schoolboy days. 

Looking like a college senior himself, 
this slim, trim younz man with the 
sandy hair and pugnacious Jaw, who ts 
here for a few days with his Stanford 
University Team, set forth today his 
theory that athletes don’t slow up and 
pass from the peak because they have 
“burned out” physically in some mys- 
terlous way, but rather because they 
have allowed their ambition to become 
muscle bound, 

Then he buttressed his argument with 
concrete examples from his own cham- 
pion team now keeping in condition 
here between the Eastern § intercol- 
legiates, where they cleaned up for the 
second year in succession and the na- 
tional collegiate A. A. games at Chicago. 

Of these young stalwarts who 

traveled across the continent and 
beat the best In the East, few, if 
any, made any great stir as school- 
boys. That’s why they're good, says 
Dink, and he adds that at least 
one—his high Jumper, Bob King— 
is the best he has ever seen, 
“One of my boys,” he said, “was a 
schoolboy star—but not in the event 
he’s in now. That’s Bud Spencer, the 
captain, who was just nosed out in the 
intercollegiate quarter-mile race. 
Spencer was champion low hurdler 
in his school days, then two years 
avo he was in an automobile accident 
and lost the sight of his right eye. He 
couldn't see the hurdles plainly enough 
so he started in all over again to learn 
to run the 440

Now he’s one of my team’s best bets 
for the Olympics and while I have no 
alibi he undoubtedly was handicapped 
bypliis lack of complete sight in that 
rac@#¥at Cambridge. Barbuti, of Syra- 
cuse, who won, swung past on his 
blind side and Spence didn’t see him 
quite in time. 

“There’s been. some talk here in the 
East about my shot putters using some 
new technique which employs the 
fingers for that extra inch or _ two. 
That isn’t exactly so, although my 
boys do get in a wrist and hand action 
that probably gives a little more dis- 
tance. 

“Not many days before we came East, 
Krenz saw John Kuck, the Kansan, 
break the world’s record for the shot 
put. From then on he carried his shot 
around everywhere, even holding it in 
one hand when he was studying, and 
flexing his wrist with the shot in his 
hand. He told himself he could get 
up there too. That, I think, more than 
anything else, enabled him to beat 50 
fect in the intercollegite.” 


Nine of Stanford’s sixteen track 
men on the team are Olympic pros- 
pects, Templeton thinks. He sees 
them as Krenz and Rothert tn the 
shot put; Dyer, broad jump; King, 
high jump; Edmonds, pole vault; 
Nichols, high hurdles; Spencer, 
quarter mile, and the two javelin 
throwers, Kirby and Spalding. 


Of these incidentally, only Spencer, 
King and Dyer will be lost to Stan- 
ford’s team by. graduation. 

Templeton’s men will compete tomor- 
row in the New York A. C. games. 
Feature events will find Edmonds, the 
Stanford pole vaulter, arrayed against 
Sabin Carr, and Fred Sturdy, of Yale, 
and Spencer against Jimmy Burgess 
and Jos Tierney, both of the New York 

C., in a quarter-mile race, while 
Krenz and Rothert can try their stuff 
against the veteran New York police- 
man, Pat McDonald, who 1s out for his 
fiftt Olympic team, although fully old 
their father.

The Rev. Homer J. Councilor, direc- 
tor of religious education of Calvary 
Baptist Church, was awarded the hon-

ENGRAVING BUREAU 
TO CURTAIL OUTPUT 


Lack of Orders Brings Week- 
End Shutdowns; Hall 
Explains Purpose. 


Cancellation of orders for paper 
money by Federal Reserve Banks has 
forced Director Alvin W. Hall, of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, to 


order a general shutdown in bureau 
activities the week-ends of June 4, 
11, and 18, it was announced yester- 
day by the bureau. 

The bureau will close at noon Sat- 
urday, each of the three week-ends, 
and will not reopen until Tuesday 
morning, the announcement stated. 
The entire force will be laid off with- 
out pay at those intervals, and for the 
rest of the month there will be no 
rotating furloughs, except for plate 
printers and their assistants. 

Director Hall declared, however, that 
the annual leave of bureau employes 
will not be affected by the shutdown 
or furloughs. He said that 75 per cent 
of the bureau employes have already 
taken all of the leave due them up to 
July 1, and that the others will be per- 
mitted to take theirs between now and 
that date. 

Employes of the bureau are not al- 
lotted sick leave, the director said. As 
the total pay roll of the bureau per 
day totals around $24,500 it is estimated 
that a loss of $75,000 will be suffered 
by the bureau workers because of the 
enforced lay-off.
